JEFFERSON CITY, March 31 
-—-The Missouri Public Service 
Commission, in a unanimous de- 
cision today granted St. Louis 
Public Service Co, its long- 
sought system of zone fares. 

The commission’s action 
means that most residents of St. 
Louis county who use streetcars 
and busses in traveling into the 


heart of the city will pay at 
least one extra 5-cent fare and 
in some cases two such fares 
hereafter. The same is true of 
city residents riding into most 
of St. Louis county. 

Effective April 9, the order 


ANTI-TRUST STUDY URGES 
SOME STRICTER CURBS 


Would Ease Up in Certain Other Areas oa 
Report Under Attack by Seven on 
Committee.

WASHINGTON, March 31— 
After 21 months of study, re- 
flection and rewriting, the At- 
torney General's 60-member 
committee to study the anti- 
trust laws finally issued its re- 
port today. 

The document is unlikely to 
be wholly acceptable to busi- 
ness, labor or the Congress. It 
already is under attack by seven 
members of the committee 
which drafted it. 

In general, the study of the 
committee, established in 1953 
by Attorney General Herbert 
Brownell Jrg calls for an easing 
of enforcement in some anti- 
trust areas and a strengthening 
of administration and enforce- 
ment in others. 

Among its major points are 
recommendations for strict en- 
forcement of the present anti- 
merger law, with each case to be 
closely scrutinized as to its effect 
on compétition; out-right repeal 
of the federal “fair trade” laws 
which exempt from anti-trust 
prosecution fixing of retail prices 
by manufacturers, and legislation 
to curb any efforts of unions at 
outright market control, where

such actions are not already cov- 
ered by law. 
The report also recommends: 

1. A new statute authoriz- 
ing the Attorney General to 
issue a civil investigative de- 
mand—a subpena—compelling 
potential anti-trust defendants 
in civil cases to produce rele- 
vant books and documents. 

2. Amendment of the Sher- 
man act to increase maximum 
criminal penalties from $5000 
to $10,000. (The House Tues- 
day approved an’ amendment 
to increase the maximum pen- 
alties to $50,000.) 

3. Amendment of the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission Act to 
repeal the present $5000 per 
day fines for violating com- 
mission orders, leaving only 
the $5000 per’ violation pro- 
vision. 

4. Amendment of the Clay- 
ton Act to provide for dis- 
cretionary treble damages, or 
less, in private anti-trust 
suits, instead of three-fold 
damages presently mandatory. 

5. Amendment of the Clay- 
ton Act to provide a four- 
year statute of limitations for 
private anti-trust suits.

also will eliminate tokens, now 
selling four for 75 cents, and 
will increase the cost of stu- 
dent pass from its present 90 
cents to $1. This will put the 
students on an average of 10 


cents a ride, the same as the 
children’s cash fare. 

In granting the sixth request 
by the company since 1949 for 
some kind of zone system based 
upon extra fares, the commis- 
sion modified one of the most 
important features of the com- 
pany proposal. This was a sin- 
gle zone, non-transfer, 30-cent 
roundtrip fare. As a concession 
to the City of St. Louis, the 
commission modified the fare 
so as to permit one transfer in 
each direction. 

As proposed by the company, 
the reduced roundtrip fare 
would have been limited to a 
single zone and a single vehicle. 
The City had proposed this be 
modified to permit unlimited 
transfers. 

Compromise by Board. 

In permitting one transfer 

each way, the commission struck 
a compromise between the fwu 
views but a compromise that 
will materially reduce the com- 
pany’s estimated yield from the 
plan. 
Because the reduced round- 
trip fare had been counted on to 
attract new riders, the company 
had estimated the plan would 
yield an increase in annual 
gross revenue of $400,000 to 
to $450,000. The commission, in 
making the modification, con- 
ceded the estimate probably 
would be reduced to about $171,- 
000 a year. 

Ifthe fare feature fails to at- 
tract the anticipated higher vol- 
ume of riding, there is a possi- 
bility there will be little addi- 
tional revenue from the plan, 
the commission said. 

Under the new plan, the city 
will be divided into six zones 
and the county into five.. Unless 
the trip requires him to cross 
the city-county line, the pas- 
senger may ride from one zone 
into a second one and a neutral 
zone without a zone charge and 
into a third zone if he can do 
so without a transfer within the 
third zone. Otherwise, the third 
zone dequires a 5-cent zone 
charge which must be paid on 
transferring. No city rider travel- 
ing wholly within the city will 
pay more than one charge.

Supervisor Luman F. Matthews 
and City Counselor Samuel H. 
Liberman. 


Wants Rehearing. 


Declaring he would ask the 
County Counselor to file a mo- 
tion for a rehearing of the 
order, Matthews said he was at 
a loss to know why, after repeat- 
edly denying zone fare propo- 
sals, the commission has granted 
one at this time. 

“The circumstances \are no 
different than they have been in 
the past,” he went on. “If any- 
thing, they are better because of 
the growth in the density of 
population in the county.” 

Liberman told the Post- 
Dispatch: 

“We believe the zone fare 
results in a more equitable dis- 
tribution of the cost of service 
rendered by the company and 
gives the short-haul rider a 
consideration we think he is 
entitled to. We are pleased to 
learn the commission has 
adopted our proposed modifica- 
tion of the plan by granting 
transfer privileges to the short- 
haul rider who uses the 30-cent 
round-trip ticket within a single 
zone. 4 
“Although some city riders 
will have to pay an increased 
fare, the bulk of the city riders 
will benefit by the new plan. 
Under our estimate, the present 
one-zone riders will pay an ag- 
gregate of $1,000,000 less each 
year than at present. The great 
bulk of one-zone riders will be 
city riders. 7 
“Asa result of the new sched- 
ule, we expect a substantial in- 
crease in the number of one- 
zone riders. We think this will 
attract about $375,000 annually

The Army monthly draft calls 
are increased or decreased in 
line with the number of men 
who voluntarily enlist or re-en- 
list for additional tours of duty. 

One reason the Army cut the 
April quota to 8000 was that it 
had a rush of volunteers in Jan- 
uary. Many youngsters enlisted 
then to get into service before 
expiration of G.I. educational 
and other benefits at the end of 
January. 

In February the Army took in 
26,414 men, of whom more than 
15,000 were re-enlistments or 
volunteers. 

The January voluntary enlist- 
ments were the greatest since 
World War II. There were 25,- 
660 first-time volunteers and 
10,819 re-enlistments.

TO GEORGIA FOR 
VACATION APRIL 12 


WASHINGTON, March 31 
(UP)—President Eisenhower will 
go to Augusta, Ga., April 12 for 
a spring vacation, the White 
‘House said today. He will stop 
en route at Charleston, S.C., to 
accept an honorary degree from 
The Citadel. 

Gen. Mark W. Clark, World 
War II comrade of Mr. Ejisen- 
hower, is president of The Cita- 
del, one of the oldest military 
colleges in the nation. 

Press Secretary James C. Hag- 
erty said he expects Mr. Eisen- 
hower to arrive in Charleston 
in the late morning of April 12, 
make a “very short” speech in 
acceptance of his degree and 
then fly on to Augusta.

DEATH PENALTY 
TOBE ASKED FOR 
GRL'S.ABDUCTO 


Lindbergh Law Invoked 
— Case to Be Pre- 
sented to Grand Jury 
Wednesday. 


A federal warrant under the 
Lindbergh anti-kidnaping law 
was issued yesterday against 
John Melvin Humphrey, who has 
admitted kidnaping and crim- 
inally assaulting an 11-year-old 
Baden school girl Monday. 

United States Commissioner 
Edwin J. Bean issued the war- 


rant on a complaint signed by 
Leander J. Muncey, an agent 
of the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation. The girl was ab- 
ducted in North St. Louis and 
released near Alton State Hos- 
pital, in Illinois. 

Meanwhile, Circuit Attorney 
Edward L. Dowd said he would 
present the case of Humphrey, 
who is held by St. Louis police, 
to the grand jury Wednesday. 
He has said the state would 
seek. the death penalty. 
Warrants From Dowd’s Office. 

Dowd said the agency that has 
physical custody of the prisoner 
has jurisdiction over his prose- 
cution. Humphrey is charged 
with kidnaping and statutory 
rape in state warrants issued by 
Dowd’s office. 

Under Missouri law, Dowd 
said, persons convicted of of- 
fenses charged against Humph- 
rey; a 26-year-old electrical 
worker, may receive from 20 
years to life in prison, or the 
death penalty. This is compara- 
ble to penalties provided under 
the Lindbergh law, he said. 

United States Attorney Harry 
Richards said that federal au- 
thorities would make no attempt 
to take Humphrey pout of state 
custody. He said his office stood 
ready to. take over the case if 
asked to do so. 

The question of jurisdiction 
in the Humphrey case has been 
at issue because the girl was ab- 
ducted in St. Louis, assaulted 
either in St. Louis or Madison 
counties, and put out of Hum- 
phrey’s automobile across the 
state line in Illinois. 

Place of Attack. 

On Tuesday, Humphrey led 
officers to a point in St. Louis 
county where he said the attack 
occurred. He pointed out a 
place a short distance off a trail 
near Robbins Mill road and 
U. S. Highway 67, not far from 
the Lewis bridge over the Mis- 
souri river. . 

Humphrey wa8S uncertain at 
first, however, and when he was 
arrested at his rooming house in 
Robertson on the previous day, 
he told officers he had been 
drinking in -the period before 
the abduction.

A big purge of collective farm 
bosses is under way in Russia. 
In a grass roots drive to step 
up food production, Communist 
party agents have started weed- 
ing out overseer? deemed ineffi- 
cient or corrupt. 

Tens of thousands of particu- 
larly qualified workers in the 
Communist party and other or- 
ganizations are being sought out 
to take over the direction of 
collective farms, especially 
those that are lagging behind. 
Pravda and the Moscow radio 
joined forces today to publicize 
this campaign, headed by Com- 
munist party boss Nikita S. 
Khrushchev, to get more out of 
the vast lands from the fertile 
black earth of the Ukraine to 
Siberia’s pine bar -2ns. 

Speech by Khrushchev. 

A speech by Khrushchev pro- 
vided the impetus. On a barn- 
storming trip through the coun- 
tryside, he delivered the speech 
before farmers and Communist 
party workers in the Voronezh 
region yesterday. It carried an 
ominous tone and a warrfing the 
purge was just beginning. Prav- 
da gave it three-quarters of a 
page. The Moscow radio broad- 
cast the speech all morning to 
newspapers all over the U.S.S.R.

LONDON, March 31 (UP) — 
Britain has suggested to its 
western allies a four-phase plan 
which would lead by stages to a 
big power meeting “at the Sum- 
mit,” authoritative sources dis- 
closed today. 

The tentative plan discreetly 
steers around Prime Minister 
Winston Churchill’s call for dis- 
pensing with preliminaries and 
taking the initiative from the 
top. 

The British official plan, as 
contrasted with Churchill’s per- 
sonal idea expressed in Parlia- 
ment earlier this week, comes 
close to President Eisenhower’s 
suggestion of preparing for any 
big power meeting through lower 
level explanatory stages. 

Diplomatic sources have said 
that internal troubles tnd the 
growing solidarity of the West 
have led Moscow to favor a four- 
power conference now, 

However, no decision has been 
taken yet by the western Big 
Three—Britain, France and the 
United States—which are “ac- 
tively considering” the best 
method of approach, the sources 
said. The Foreign Office said 
the whole matter is under dis- 
cussion. 


Suggested Stages.

He was replaced by V. A. Kuch- 
erenko, one of the four new 
deputy premiers appointed 
March 1. 

Sokolov was chairman of the 
state committee of the Soviet 
Council of Ministers for Con- 
struction Affairs. He had headed 
the Soviet building program 
since 1949. 

It was uncertain whether So- 

kolov’s removal spelled his ous- 
ter from the ruling Kremlin 
group or whether he was only 
being given another post. He 
was elected a candidate member 
of the Central Committee of the 
Soviet Union’s Communist party 
in October 1952. 
The construction ministry has 
been under fire for the last few 
months from Khrushchey. The 
Communist party boss accused 
Russian builders and architects 
of wasteful, inefficient construc- 
tion work.

Western diplomats are watch- 
ing Soviet moves closely for an 
indication of possible ~Kremlin 
attitudes. 

The diplomats discounted talk 
of any shift in long-range Soviet 
strategy. 

They said the Soviet leaders 
were preoccupied with a power 
struggle among themselves and 
were anxious to avoid any ex- 
ternal trouble until that struggle 
is resolved. 

Moscow also is anxious to di- 
vert the attention of their satel- 
lite nations to the outside world 
and away from the fight within 
the Kremlin, the sources said. 

The Russians, bargaining for 
more time, want to broaden the 
talks into a global review in 
which Communist China can 
participate, the diplomatic 
sources said. 

The Soviet Union also would 
like to slow the rearming of 
West Germany even if it cannot 
prevent it altogether. 

For months Soviet leaders have 
threatened that ratification of 
the Paris treaties would make 
Big Four talks “useless” or “im- 
possible.” But on the eve of 
ratification by the French upper 
chamber, Premier Bulganin said 
he took a “positive attitude” to- 
ward President Eisenhower's pro- 
posal for exploratory talks. 

Diplomats noted that Bulganin 
stipulated such talks should be 
aimed at reducing international 
tension. They took this as an 
apparent hint Russia wants any 
talks to take in the entire inter- 
national scene, ineluding the 
Far East and Red China, 


Eisenhower’s Views Reported by 
Tass Without Hostility. 

MOSCOW, March 31 (UP)— 
The Soviet news agency Tass to- 
day reported briefly but with- 
out hostility President Eisen- 
hower’s remarks at his press 
conference on a féur-power con- 
ference and the ratification of 
the Paris pacts.

He was compelled as publish- 
er, as president of the publish- 
ing corporation, to have an ex- 
tensive knowledge of the busi- 
ness affairs, but he liked to be 
known as the editor rather than 
as the publisher. 


His heart was more at home 
in the editorial sanctum than in 
the counting room. 


Enjoyed Editor’s Career. 


Courageous despite semi- 
blindness, Mr. Pulitzer enjoyed 
his editor’s career ‘“uproari- 
ously,” as he once said. 


“My professional life is what 
I live for,” he added, “and I 
have a perfectly swell time liv- 
ing it and would not swap it for 
any other kind of life.” 


Joseph Pulitzer II was a chip 
off the old block. He not only 
was named after his father but 
he bore a striking facial resem- 
blance to him which increased 
with the years. The father be- 
came totally blind from over- 
work; his namesake lost the en- 
tire vision of the left eye and 
about 80 per cent of the right 
eye. Nevertheless, he carried on 
by having secretaries read the 
paper to him even as his father 
had done before him. 

And it was the second Joseph 
Pulitzer who inherited his fa- 
ther’s genius for conducting a 
liberal, crusading journal which 
managed at one and the same 
time to earn high awards and 
rewards in prestige and profits.

nasty, but he did carry it on 


nobly. Of him it could be said 
that he preserved and regener- 
ated a great newspaper in a 
stormy, depressive era when eco- 
nomic pressure was killing off 
newspapers by the hundreds and 
only the fittest, editorially and 
otherwise, could hope to survive. 


Newspaper men were the first 
to mourn the passing of this dis- 
tinguished journalist, and son 
of a distinguished journalist. 


Gifted with the art of under- 
statement, and possessor of a 
reserved sense ef humor, Editor 
Pulitzer once said: 


“I feel some delicacy about 
editing my own obituary.” 


Like his father, he never 
wrote his memoirs. A. genial 
companion but never a §gar- 
rulous person, he was not one 
to reminisce at length, more in- 
teresting to him than the past 
was the present, and the future. 
With interviewers he was cor- 
rect and cordial, but he never 
volunteered much. 

Wanted Fair Break on Facts. 


All he wanted was a fair break 
on the facts. As he told one 
interviewer: 


“If somehow you could estab- 
lish my identity a little more 
clearly as an active newspaper 
man, contributing with sugges- 
tions, criticism, editing and oc- 
casional rewriting, to the news, 
features and editorial contents 
of the paper from day to day, I 
should be glad to see that done.” 

No editor was ever more loyal 
to his staff than was Mr. Pulitzer 
—and he expected loyalty in re- 
turn. He paid just about the 
highest newspaper salaries in 
the country. And eternally, or 
so it seemed, he was needling 
his. editors to keep them on their 
toes. This needling, though oc- 
casionally exasperating, was uni- 
formly acknowledged to be 
healthy for the paper—revitaliz- 
ing for the ideals promulgated 
in the Platform handed down 
by the founding father. 

The needling on the part of 
the editor-publisher took the 
form of countless slips of yellow 
memoranda paper. No one else 
in the entire organization used

And once the question 
had been put, the responsibility 
was on the receiver, and intelli- 
gent activity was the wisest 

Mr. Pulitzer’s editors lulled 
themselvés to sleep at night not 
by counting sheep leaping over 
fences but by trying to keep 
track of the snow flurries of 
yellow slips. This was the only 
yellow journalism they knew. 

A liberal in politics by inheri- 
tamce and conviction, Mr. Pu- 
litzer also believed in the liberal 
arts, and the lively arts. 

In a way it might be said that 
his newspaper interests ranged, 
and not without premeditation, 
from the sublime to the ridicu- 
lous, from cosmic affairs 
comic strips. 

Always he demanded the most 
objective reportage and the most 
searching interpretation on 
Franklin Roosevelt, Winston 
Churchill, Joseph Stalin, Harry 
Truman, Dwight Eisenhower 
and the other passing players 
on the legitimate stage of the 
world, but at the same time he 
did not despise the popular ap- 
peal of the stars of journalism’s 
own vaudeville, such as Lil Ab- 
ner and Blondie. 

Hard Taskmasters. 


Although he was to inherit 
money, power and public respon- 
sibility, “Young Joe” had to 
learn the newspaper business 
the hard way—or at least from 
hard taskmasters. 

One of these was Charles 
Chapin, legendary hard-boiled 
city editor of the old New York 
World; when illness once kept 
Chapin away from his tyrant's 
desk, one of his rewrite men 
wisecracked: “I hope it’s noth- 
ing trivial.” (Chapin subsequent- 
ly went to Sing Sing for killing 
his wife and he spent the re- 
mainder of his walled-in life 
raising flowers and pet birds.) 

-Yanked from Harvard in his 
sophomore year by his impatient 
father, impatient to train a suc- 
cessor in the newspaper field, 
“Young Joe” serv briefly 
under City Editor Chapin and 
then came on to St. Louis where 
he gained experiénce in all de- 
partments of the Post-Dispatch. 

To a certain extent he had 
learned journalism at his fath- 
er’s knee. The father had a vast 
store of knowledge and he had 
tried to impart it to his children 
almost from the cradle up. 

Severe Test for Sons. 


Concerning this paternal 
school of journalism, Alleyne 
Irelene, literary secretary to the 
elder Pulitzer, wrote: 

“It was an easier task to be 
one of Mr. Pulitzer’s secretaries 
than to be one of his sons. I 
have never seen men put to a 
more severe test of industry, 
concentration and memory than 
were Mr. Ralph and Mr. Joseph 
Jr. ... It is a pleasure to bear 
witness to the affectionate solic- 
itude, the patience, and the good 
will with which they met their 
father’s exacting demands.” 

One of the first things “Young 
Joe” did on reaching St. Louis 
was to try to learn everything 
he could about how his father 
had operated; he read reams of 
his father’s correspondence with 
his editors and commercial de- 
partment managers. Some of 
the correspondence was rather 
personal. 

When old J. P. sent his son 
and namesake to St. Louis it 
was with an introduction to an 
editor which read: 


“This is my son Joseph. Will 
you try to knock some news- 
paper sense into his head?” 


And again the elder Pulitzer 
wrote to his treasurer: | 


“Get hold of Joseph; go over 
the weekly statement with him. 
You go to him; don’t wait for 
him to come to you. Try to bat- 
ter some business sense into his 
head.” 

When Joseph Pulitzer II took 
over the helm of the Post- 
Dispatch in 1912, the paper, 
then it its thirty-fourth year of 
publication, had its home in a 
building at 210 North Broadway, 
which had been used as a retail 
store. Public improvements in 
progress were the rising Railway 
Exchange and the uncompleted 
Free Bridge, built to break a 
terminal monopoly which the! 
Post-Dispatch had long fought.

called a chance visitor to account 
for opprobrious remarks about 
the elder Pulitzer. The visitor 
was William Randolph Hearst, 
who had lately been running for 
the governorship of New York. 
He had assailed Mr. Pulitzer in 
his speeches. 


The young man confronted 
Hearst, cited offensive words 
which had been applied to his 
father, and asked whether Hearst 
“meant” them. “I usuelly mean 
what I say” was the surprised 
chain publisher's reply. 

“Joe”, who had ‘aken boxing 
lessons from Bob Fitzsimmons, 
delivered a punch at Hearst’s 
body, then squared off to meet 
a return blow; bystanders seized 
both men, and the conflict went 


to ino further. Five years later, in 


a signed editorial, Hearst paid 
tribute to the elder Pulitzer as 
“a towerirg figure in jorrnal- 
ism; a mighty democratic force 
in the life of the nation and the 
world.” 

Birth of Platform. 

A bright incident of the ap- 
prenticeship was the birthday 
dinner on the sixtieth anniver- 
sary of Mr. Pulitzer Sr. This 
took place April 10, 1907, at the 
Southern Hotel, and in the ab- 
sence of Mr. Pulitzer, who was 
in poor health and ws abroad. 

It was on this occasion that 
the founder, announced his re- 
tirement from active control of 
the Post-Dispatch, and sent to 
the diners gathered in his honor 
the statement of his ideals for 
the newspaper. At the instance 
of the younger Joseph Pulitzer, 
this terse and forceful statement 
was adopted as the Post-Dis- 
patch Platform, and was placed 
at the head of the editorial page, 
where it has since appeared 
daily. 

It was the son’s resolve that 
the Platform should be, as he 
later expressed it, “the guide, 
and the only guide” of the Post- 
Dispatch. 

™, e first Joseph Pulitzer died 
Oct. 29, 1911. His will made an 
unequal distribution of his news- 
paper interests, Joseph receiving 
the smallest portion of the three 
sons. The reason was not in- 
dicated. The division did not 
affect the harmony of the Pu- 
litzer family, and did not inter- 
fe-e with the choice of Joseph, 
then in his twenty-seventh year, 
as President of the Pulitzer Pub- 
lishing Co. in February, 1912. 

This testamentary inequality, 
and Joseph’s later success in 
newspaper direction, gave title 
to an article, “The Last Shall 
Be First,” written by Jack Alex- 
ander, a Post-Dispatch alumnus, 
and featured in the Saturday 
Evening Post of Jan. 14, 1939.

it one of his first concerns that

History Repeats Self. 

When the building got to the 
stage of a cornerstone laying in 
1916, history was enabled to re- 
peat itself in happy fashion. The 
second Joseph Pulitzer, at the 
age of four, in 1889, had laid 
the cornerstone of the Pulitzer 
building, golden-domed domicile 
of the New York World. Now, 
with a newspaper home of his 
own to build, he drafted for a 
like service his own son, Joseph 
Pulitzer III. On Oct. 9, 1916, 
with the same trowel used in 
the New York ceremony 27 
years before, the 34-year-old 
boy patted the masonry. His 
hand was guided by his father 
and by Mayor Henry W. Kiel, 
the latter a bricklayer and 
building contractor. 

Mr. Pulitzer was one of the 
first St. Louis applicants for the 
Navy’s training cruise in the 
late summer of 1916, when many 
Signs pointed to early involve- 
ment of the United States in 
what was then called the Euro- 
pean War.

Father Planned It That Way. 

Born in New York, Joseph 
Pulitzer Jr. had lived in St. 
Louis, and had worked about the 
Post-Dispatch, nearly six years 
before taking the presidency of 
the Pulitzer Publishing Co. and 
the post of editor-publisher. His 
older brother, Ralph, native of 
St. Louis, was at the head of the 
New York World. Their father 
had planned it that way, and had 
been anxious to get his plan into 
action.

life, J. P. Jr. could not abide 
imperfections in his own news- 
paper. The principal excuse for 
it was lack of time before the 
presses rolled, J. P. could not en- 
large the clock, but he could en- 
large the staff and put more 
hands on the payroll. Employ- 
ing one of the largest staffs of 
any paper in the country, the 
Post-Dispatch was able to attain 
a certain serenity amid the in- 
termittent madness of meeting 
editions on time. 

And thus the Post-Dispatch 
acquired a reputatiop for turn- 
ing out an afternoon paper 
which bore the studied air and 
grace of The Times of London, 
the Manchester Guardian, the 
New York Times, the New York 
Herald Tribune and other lead- 
ing morning journals.

In the old days 
a daily paper ran to 12 or 16

Fitzpatrick joined 
the paper in 1913 and as he 
gathered critical acclaim he re- 
ceived many tempting offers 
from newspapers and magazines, 
but his editor arranged that he 
remain happy on the Post-Dis- 
patch. 

Gave it Suitable Cover. 

The editorial page, to be sure, 
was only one page of the editor- 
ial section, and an inside page 
at that. Editor Pulitzer set out 
to give the section a suitable 
wrapper and cover. _Formerly| 
the outside page had been plas- 
tered with ill-matched items, 
crime news alone being barred. 
Now the cover attained the dig- 
nity of being reserved for inter- 
pretative comment on national 
and international affairs, by the 
Post-Dispatch’s own staff men 
operating out of St. Louis, 
Washington, New York and 
other points, backed up by the 
prized commentators among the 
syndicated columnists, from the 
Alsops to Fleeson and Roscoe 
Drummond, from Lippmann to 
Childs. 

Edited with more than ordi- 
Mary care and printed from spe- 
cial type, the editorial section 
cover and title page became 
known to the office staff as the 
Dignity Page. During World 
War II it was called the War 
Page because of its heavy con- 
tent of martial comment, and 
that name persisted into the so- 
called Peace, 

On the lighter side, Rotogra- 
vure was introduced to the St. 
Louis public through Mr: 
Pulitzer, who instituted the first 
such section west of New York 
as a Sunday feature. Printed on 
expensive slick paper in brown 
and white, it was a hallmark of 
its time, but it did not long sat- 
isfy an editor who was forever 
pioneering. Development of 
Coloroto followed, and the Pu- 
litzer mind was quick to apply 
it to creation of the Sunday sec- 
tion known as Pictures repro- 
ducing all. the colors of the rain- 
bow with a fidelity matched only 
by a few of the weekly maga- 
zines. 

Dedicated as he was to foster- 
ing the ideals of his father as 
enunciated in the ‘editoria] page 
platform, the second Joseph 
Pulitzer realized that the sound- 
est and most honest newspaper 
is one which appeals alike to 
reader and advertiser, that the 
best readers bring the best ad- 
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vertisers, and that readers are 


editorials but to decent enter- 
tainment. 

Created Magazine. 
Accordingly, Joseph Pulitzer 
II, with his flair for creative 
organization, decided to print 
what he named The Everyday 
Magazine, and he placed an edi- 
tor in charge with instructions 
to spare no expense in lining up 
the most popular comic strips, 
syndicated feature material, 
Broadway and Hollywood col- 
umns, etc., the whole spiced and 
made different by contributions 
from staff members. 

Once again it was demon- 
strated that the way to influence 
readers and make friends and 
money in the newspaper field is 
to spend money—if done intelli- 
gently. 

Himself threatened with total 
blindness, Joseph Pulitzer II had 
a passion for color. He satisfied 
that inclination through bright 
sporting prints, very often Cur- 
rier and Ives; bright chintzes 
and fresh cut flowers. He was 
fond also of English and Ameri- 
can antique furniture. 

Nor did he overlook the 
American art form known as the 
comic strip. He was among the 
first to introduce color into daily 
comic strips. When new presses 
made it possible to insert color 
into the everyday comics a tem- 
pest in a teapot beat around his 
head as if he had violated the 
sacred memories of Mutt and 
Jeff or Jiggs and Maggie, but 
gradually reason prevailed; color 
had come to stay. 

On the same level, the editor 
discovered that not all comic 


strips are essentially comic. 


ing of the Pulitzer mind and 
conscience developed after the 
Centralia (Ill.) mine explosion of 
1947 in which 111 miners lost 
their lives through the negli- 
gence of the state mine inspec- 
tion board, hamstrung between 
politicians and mine owners.

“Has not the time come for a 
concise, terse review of the Cen- 
tralia tragedy, covering these 
angles . . . the responsibility of 
the Governor . . . what is likely 
to be done, and how, to improve 
and to enhance safety through 
federal and state government... 
what may be done for the miners’ 
families ... are the guilty likely 
to be punished?” 


Green Defeated. 


Answering the last question, 
some appointees were indicted. 
The real answer came when Gov. 
Dwight H. Green stood for re- 
election and was defeated by the 
most overwhelming vote ever 
registered in Illinois. 


In the meantime, Editor 
Pulitzer’s memo on Centralia 
had been copied and sent to all 
Post-Dispatch departments con- 
cerned. Moreover, the gruesome 
facts of the Centralia tragedy 
had been reprinted in a special 
rotogravure section of which 
50,000 copies were distributed 
free- in Illinois communities. 


This journalistic indictment of 
Gov. Green helped to earn a 


When Gov. Dewey, who pre- 
viously had indorsed Gov. “Pete” 
Green, showed up in Chicago and 
saw the Post-Dispatch advertise- 
ment in the Chicago papers, he 
made no further reference to 
his friendship for ‘“‘Pete” Green. 


In line with the Platform in- 
junction “Never tolerate injus- 
tice or corruption,” the Post- 
Dispatch exposed and condemned 
the partisan attempt of the 
Democratic Missouri Legislature 
to keep Gov. Forrest Donnell out 
of the executive seat to which 
he was elected in 1940. It ap- 
proved the political overturn -in 
St. Louis which followed this 
scandal, and it supported Re- 
publican Mayor Kaufmann, on 
his record, for re-electjon in 
1945: 

As for the attempted gover- 
norship steal, editor Pulitzer de- 
nounced it. The Post-Dispatch 
called upon leading Missouri 
Democrats to join in repudiating 
the steal-deal. Representative 
“Jack” Cochran was prompt and 
forthright in disowning . the 
shady business. 

Dickmann Defeated. 

Mayor Dickmann, interviewed 
at City Hall day after day, took 
the position that the deal was 
none of ‘his business. Day after 
day the Pulitzer editorial page 
reminded him that it was only 
sO many days to election for the 
mayoralty, and inquired when 
was he going to denounce the 
attempted fraud.

fore World War I and World 
War Ii—and it still persists in 
certain areas—to put out several 
successive editions each with 
utterly different but equally 
sensational headlines about sub- 
stantially identical news hap- 
penings. 

Joseph Pulitzer was not the 
first to hit upon the truism that 
what was true at noon was still 
true at midnight, if no changes 
had occurred. But he was one 
of the first to insist that~ his 
newspaper never publish a ban- 
ner, a streaming eight-column 
headline, merely to sell papers 
on the street corners. He de- 
sired his paper to be bought in 
the cold light of day on its basic 
content, rather than on the flick- 
er of an evanescent scareline 
which would be abandoned and 
disowned before morning. 

A paradox was that the make- 
up, the format, the outward pres- 
entation of the Post-Dispatch, 
became more and more conserv- 
ative, even while a féw Pulitzer 
critics complained that he was 
becoming more and more lib- 
eral. 

Mr. Pulitzer did not consider 
himself a dangerous radical. He 
would laugh at the very idea; 
why, he had even supported Re- 
publicans on occasion! 


Nonpartisan Policy, 


Taking over more active direc- 

tion of the editorial page policies 
after the veteran head of the 
page, George S. Johns, retired 
in 1929, Mr. Pulitzer heeded the 
Platform injunction: “Never be- 
long to any party.” Under his 
guidance, the Post-Dispatch 
supported the Roosevelt-Garner 
ticket in 1932; the Republican 
ticket headed by Gov.

When his younger son Michael

KSD and KSD-TV have been 
pioneering stations from their 
inceptions. KSD was respon- 
sible for deve.opment of many 
broadcasting practices that sub- 
sequently became standard in 
the industry. Its early experi- 
ments in. remote broadcasting 
in St. Louis played a vital part 
in the technical preparation for 
the inauguration of network 
broadcasting on a country-wide 
basis. In 1926 KSD became one 
of six basic affiliates of the 
newly-formed National Broad- 
casting Co, network. 

KSD-TV, whose establishment 
had been delayed by World War 
II, was the country’s first post- 
war equipped television station.

Visited Murder Camps. — 

In April 1945, Mr. Pulitzer 
was one of 18 American news- 
paper and magazine editors who 
were flown to Europe, at the in- 
vitation of Gen. Eisenhower, to 
view and report on the German 


House chamber at Jefferson City. 
His address was broadcast, and 
transcriptions were made which 
were used in schools. In this 
speech, and in his “A Report to 
the American People,” first pub- 
lished in the Post-Dispatch, and 
later in booklet form, he set 
forth in the most positive terms 
his belief in the necessity of the 
severest punishment, not only 
for “the gangsters who make up 
the Gestapo and the S.S.,” but 
for the German financiers and 
industrialists, ‘‘up, to their necks 
in blood guilt,” and the German 
General Staff. 

“TI most fervently hope,” he 
wrote, “the American people will 
join me in believing that the 
German General Staff should be 
indicted and brought to trial 
along with the S.S., the Gestapo 
and the industrialists; that the 
prosecutions of Justice Jackson 
should be fair, but remorselessly 


The Post-Dispatch, in associa- 
tion with the New York Times, 
backed Adm. Richard Evelyn 
Byrd in his polar flights and in 
his 1927 flight across the At- 
lantic, financing these adven- 
tures in exchange for exclusive 
publication rights. 

Fond of airplane travel, Mr. 
Pulitzer bought a Beechcraft 


after World War II, for the use 
of the paper and himself. Later 
he replaced this with a larger 
craft, a DC-3 executive plane. 
Action on Union Abuses. 
When, after World War II, 
some labor leaders used their 
legislative advantages unwisely, 
the editorial policy directed by 
Mr. Pulitzer called for firm and 
realistic treatment of the situa- 
tion. Congress and the Missouri 
State Assembly were urged to 
correct patent faults and insure 
protection of public interests, 
without punitive or retaliatory

Throughout his long term as 
editor of the Post-Dispatch, Mr. 
Pulitzer had only three manag- 
ing editors, Oliver K. Bovard, 
from 1908 to 1938, Ben Reese, 
from August 1938, to July 1951, 
and Raymond L. Crowley, who 
succeeded Reese.

In areas where 
there are practicing psychiatrists, 
they may. recommend that cer- 

tain patients be examined. 

The teams spend several days 
{in each community. Temporary, 
or arresting, treatmept only is 
given. An individual diagnosed 
as psychotic but not requiring 
hospitalization is requested to 
go to the nearest mental hospi- 
tal for further clinic treatment.

Schonfield, an English Jew of 
the Liberal synagogue, said he 
sought to bring the New Testa- 
ment writings into relationship 
with the life and thought ofthe 
period in which they were put 
down and to “retain the indi- 
vidual style of each writer... 
and to show their various cul- 
tural and literary abilities.” 

He has used original colloquial 
expressions and plays on words. 
The translation is in modern 
English idiom and contains more 
material than previous versions. 
Schonfield said, however, “theré 
are no violent changes to any 
fundamental thing believed to 
have happened.” 

Toe the story of the baptism 
of Jesus, Schonfield has added 
this passage which he said is 
contained in no other version: 

“When Jesus was immersed a 
bright light played upon the 
water, so that all who had come 
here were afraid.” 

Schonfield does not use the 
word baptism in his translation, 
but sticks to immersion. He said 
baptism was a Greek word, not 
Hebrew. 

He has also changed the order 
of New Testament books, start- 
ing with Mark as the oldest gos- 


pel. 

The 568-page translation has 
dozens of footnotes,“an index, 
maps, and pictures. 

Schonfield studied scores of 
manuscripts in the 30 years of 
research for his book which took 
him to Palestine, Egypt, Athens 
and Rome. He took five years to 
write it. 

The new translation is ex- 
pected to be published soon in

WASHINGTON, March 31— 
The Senate Investigations’ sub- 
committee today ordered a sub- 
pena issued for Foreign Opera- 
tions Administrator Harold Stas- 
sen in its investigation of a 
contract for a nh grain 
storage project being negotiated 
with the highest of five bidders 
on the work. 

Chairman John L. McClellan 
(Dem.), Arkansas, ordered the 
subpena issued after the sub- 
committee was informed that 
Stassen had directed that FOA 
employes involved in the deal 
could not submit to 5 eae 
by subcommittee staff investiga- 
tors unless an FOA executive 
were present. 

McClellan said subpenas also 
would be issued for Christian 
Herter, general counsel for 
FOA, and Leonard J. Saccio, 
deputy counsel. They are to ap- 
pear before the subcommittee 
next Wednesday. 

‘The Hard Way.’ 

McClellan, obviously angry at 
the refusal of Saccio to permit 
three prospective witnesses to 
be interviewed by Robert F. 
Kennedy, subcommittee counsel, 
unless Saccio were present, ‘as- 
serted that if Stassen insisted 
on the inquiry being conducted 
“the hard way” then that was 
the way it was going to be done. 

“I’m going into this case to 
the very bottom,” McClellan 
told Saccio. “If it’s the attitude 
of the FOA administrator to 
force this committee to do the 
things the hard way, we're go- 
ing to do it the hard way.” 

At the same time as it or- 
dered the subpenas waaee FOA 
officials, the subcommittee vot- 
ed subpenas for what McClel- 
land described as “every scrap 
of paper and every record in 
this case,” 

Staff investigators had report- 
ed they were unable to obtain 
photostatic copies of certain rec- 
ords in connection with the deal 
because of a Stassen directive.

The investigation was touched 
off last January by Senator 
Symington (Dem.), Missouri, af- 
ter he learned that the FOA was 
negotiating a contract for con- 
struction of grain storage bins 
at Pakistan with the Agricultural 
Construction Co. of Los Angeles.

8. Repeal the criminal pen- 
alties of the Robinson-Patman 
anti-price discrimination act. 


Just how many of the com- 
mittee’s recommendations will 
wind up in the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration’s program remains 
to be seen. The decision rests 
with Attorney General Brownell. 
Standing by to conduct hearings 
on the recommendations is the 
Senate monopoly subcommittee, 
headed by Senator Harley Kil- 
gore (Dem.), West Virginia. 

Strengthening Foreseen. 

In the view of Assistant At- 
torney General Stanley Barnes, 
in charge of the Justice Depart- 
ment’s anti-trust division, and 
S. Chesterfield Oppenheim, pro- 
fessor of the University of Mich- 
igan Law School, co-chairman 
of the committee, the report 
and its recommendations will 
strengthen the enforcement of 
all anti-trust laws. 


They point out that the com- 
mission was not a fact-finding 
committee, held no hearings and 
questioned no witnesses. In- 
stead, the experts, economists 
and lawyers, relied on their own 
experience in the anti-trust field 
to reach the conclusions con- 
tained in the report. 


The Barnes-Oppenheim ap- 
praisal of the work of the ex- 
perts was disputed today by 
Louis D. Schwartz of the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania law school. 
In a dissent, Schwartz, who 
served on the panel, charged 
that the report, in addition, to 
weakening the anti-trust laws 
“in a number of respects,” fails 
to adopt the necessary measures 
for strengthening the laws so as 
to create a truly competitive 
economy. 


Six Other Dissenters. 

Schwartz said he was support- 
ed in general in his dissenting 
views by six other committee 
members whom he named as 
Professors Walter Adams, Michi- 
gan State College; Alfred Kahn, 
Cornell University; Eugene V. 
Rostov, Yale Law School; George 
J. Stigler, Columbia University 
and J. M. Clark of Columbia, 
and David W. Robinson, of Co- 
lumbia, S. C. 

Schwartz said he had his dis- 
senting opinion printed and dis- 
tributed separately because the 
co-chairmen of the committee 
refused to publish it in the main 
report as he had submitted it. 
Schwartz’s dissent fills 38 print- 
ed pages. 

The 394-page committee docu- 
ment devotes three and one-half 
pages to a summary of the dis- 


sents of Schwartz and the other | 


References to their views 
also are sprinkled through the 
various chapters of the report. 

In its report the committee 
stressed a close watch on merg- 
ers, even though it 


fecting them. 

Under existing law, as 
amended in 1950, a corporation 
is barred from acquiring the 
stock or assets of another com- 
pany if a “substantial” lessen- 
ing of competition would result. 
The committee said that “ten- 
dency toward monopoly” clause 
of the law should be construed 
“to slow any appreciable growth 
toward monopoly” even through 
minor acquisitions. 

In line with this theory, the 
Justice Department now has a 


suit pending to divest Schenley 
Industries, Inc., with 17 per cent 
of the liquor industry’s sales, of 
ownership of Park and Tilford, 
which had 10 per cent of the in- 
dustry’s sales when it was 
bought in 1950. 

' Size Alone Not Proof. 

Size alone does not determine 
whether a merger would be 
monopolistic, nor can one pat- 
tern of proof meet the require- 
ments of all cases, the panel 
said. Therefore, it continued, 
each vase will have to be judged 
on its own merits. 
“Mergers,” the report said, 
“are a common form of growth; 
they may lessen, increase or 
have no effect upon competi- 
tion. A merger, as such involves 
no necessary connotations of co- 
ercion, dominance, or lack of 
effective competitive pressures. 
In addition, mergers may ease 
from the market companies 
which have failed in the com- 
petitive struggle and thus pre- 
vent bankruptcies. Finally they 
may spur operating economies 
by spreading overhead costs or 
enabling improved technology 
and management.” 

On the matter of “fair trade” 
practices, the committee said 
that “we regard the federal 
statutory exemption of fair trade 
pricing as an unwarranted com- 
promise of the basic tenets of 
national anti-trust policies.” 

Under this pricing system, 
manufacturers can fix the re- 
tail prices of their products with 
immunity from federal anti- 
trust laws in more than 40 states 
which have “fair trade” laws of 
— own. Missouri has no such 
aw. — 

The Miller-Tydings act of 1937 
exempts manufacturer - retailer’ 
price fixing contracts from the 
Sherman act; the McGuire act 
of 1952 allows manufacturers to 
hold all retailers in a given state 
to a resale price schedule even 
if only one retailer in the state 
agreed to abide by the manu- 
facturers’ prices. 

In recommending repeal of 
both thesé¢ measures, the com- 
mittee said that the “throttling 
of price competition in the pro- 
cess of distribution that attends 
fair trade pricing, is, in our 
opinion, a deplorable yet inevit- 
able commitant of federal ex- 
emptive laws.” 

‘Price-Fixing Efforts.’ 

“Moreover,” the report con- 
tinued, “whatever may be the 
underlying legislative intent, 
any operative fair trade system 
facilitates horizontal price-fix- 
ing efforts on the manufacturing 
and each succeeding distributive 
level. 

“And the prominent existence 
of a federal price-fixing exemp- 
tion not only symbolizes a radi- 
cal departure from national 
anti-trust policy without com- 
mensurate gains, but extends an 
invitation for further encroach- 
ment on the free-market philos- 
ophy that the anti-trust laws 
subserve.” 

In taking up the question of 
possible new legislation apply- 
ing to union practices the panel 
said that “to the extent that”

“Unlike the Sherman et, 
such legislation should not con- 
tain provisions for private in- 
junctions,” the report continued. 
“In the labor-management area, 
private injunctive remedies un- 
der the Sherman Act have in 
the past been subject to abuse. 
In any legislation, therefore, pri- 
mary reliance should be on Gov- 
ernment-initiated enforcement.” 


Industry-wide bargaining has 
been cited by many employer 
groups in the past as a reason 
for more inclusive coverage of 
unions by the anti-trust laws. 
No mention of this was made 
in the report. 


In its contention for subpena 
power for the Justice Depart- 
ment in investigations of civil 
anti-trust cases, the committee 
said that absence of this au- 
thofity is a handicap. Unable to 
subpena a company’s records, 
the department now has to rely 
on voluntary co-operation of the 
parties being investigated, the 
committee pointed out. 


Present procedures, the re- 
port said, enable the Justice De- 
partment to employ compulsory 
processes to obtain both docu- 
mentary and testimonial evi- 
dence at every stage of crim- 
inal and civil anti-trust proceed- 
ings, except during the investi- 
gative stage of contemplated 
civil proceedings. 


The committee, therefore, ad- 
vocated a new law which would 
authorize the Attorney General 
to issue, in a civil anti-trust in- 
vestigation, “a civil investigative 
demand” requiring production 
by the company officials in- 
volved of existing correspond- 
ence and other business records 
relevant to inquiry. Power to 
enforce the subpena power 
would lie in the federal district 
courts. 

In view of the House action 
to increase the criminal penal- 
ties under the Sherman act 
from $5000 to $50,000, the com- 
mittee’s recommendation of a 
$10,000 maximum appears moot. 
Brownell earlier had recom- 
mended the $50,000 figure. The 
fine has been unchanged since 
the Sherman act was enacted in 
1890. 

With respect to fines for fail- 
ure to comply with orders under 
the Federal Trade Commission 
Act, the report said that from 
1938 through 1950 the law pro- 
vided a civil penalty of not 
more than $5000 for each viola- 
tion. In 1950, this was changed 
to mean that each day of con- 
tinuance to fail or neglect to 
obey a commission order was 
a separate offense—and another 
$5000 fine. 

The committee said that the 
fine of $5000 a day was wholly 
disproportionate to the offenses 
involved and for all but the 
most affluent offenders could

Gas at the Well 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispaten: 

Your editorial of March 3; “Taking 
the Lid Off Gas,” took issue with 
the recommendation of the Presi- 
dent’s Cabinet-level committee, which 
spent a great deal of time in a study 
of the entire situation and in making 
their recommendations. 

I do not know any members of this 
committee, and I assume that they 
are men of intelligence and that they 
conscientiously and thoroughly ana- 
lyzed the entire matter, and made a 
recommendation which they thought 
was best for all the people and the 
over-all economy of the country. 

You are quick to take issue with 
their judgment. I wonder if your 
sentiment is based on emotion? Or 
is it possible that you possess all the 
facts and have made a careful study 
of the entire situation to the extent 
of this committee? 

You say the Standard Oil Company 
(Indiana) has had employes’ meet- 
ings, and issued pamphlets urging 
amendments to the Natural Gas Act. 
That is correct. We have had meet- 
ings with all our employes and given 
them all the data we could on this 
entire matter. 

+ a + 

We do have meetings with our em- 
ployes whenever there are matters 
affecting the welfare of this industry, 
or of this company, or the welfare of 
the employes, and this particular 
subject in our opinion can very well 
affect the welfare of all three groups. 

For your information, we are hav- 
ing many meetings with citizen 
groups through responding to invita- 
tions to talk before civic groups and 
various other groups of citizens who 
are interested in knowing what the 
facts are with regard to this contro- 


versy. 

Your editorial seems to imply that 
the prices of natural gas “at the 
well” have been regulated through 
these years. The facts are that 
through the years these prices have 
not been regulated, except by com- 
petition. Competition, however, has 
done such a good job that natural 
gas “at the well” is one of the cheap- 
est sources of energy. 

You ignore the fact that approxi- 
mately 90 per cent of what the con- 
sumer pays for natural gas delivered 
to his home, or plant, is the cost of 
transportation and distribution, and 
those cost factors have been regu- 
lated by government for many, many 
years.

Only about 10 per cent of the 
cost represents what the producer 
gets for the gas “at the well,” and 
that is the portion which the Su- 
preme Court stated in its decision 
should be regulated by the Federal 
Power Commission. Incidentally, the 
Supreme Court ruled on a techni- 
cality—not on the question of wheth- 
er regulation is in the public interest 
—and the decision was split 5 to 3. 

You are familiar, of course, with 
the fact that even if regulation of 

rices “at the well” were desirable 
or our over-all good, thé present 
machinery for effecting this control 
is entirely inadequate. : 

The Chairman of the Federal 
Power Commission stated that the 
work of the Commission is “greatly 
in arrears—that there is a three-year 
backlog in processing applications 
for operating certificates, and that 
applications for establishment of 
rates, are being held up—that there 
have been some 10,000 filings since 
the Supreme Court’s decision.”

When Missouri Senate leaders got their sig- 
nals crossed, Gov. Donnelly’s proposal for a 
$75,000,000 bond issue ran into unscheduled 
trouble. The Democratic leaders were supposed 
to delay a vote. Instead they permitted one and 
the bond plan lost a first test before it was 
tentatively approved. 

From the nature of the vote, however, it is. 
clear that the bond proposal faces harder going 
than that imposed by poor signals between 
pitcher and catcher. Opposition was vigorous. 

The. weakness of the bond plan is its in- 
definiteness. While the Governor has offered a 
general breakdown of funds to be spent on 
prisons, educational and eleemosynary institu- 
tions, his estimates were based largely on re 
quests. 

Missourians know that the state lags in capital 
improvements and urgently needs a better 
prison. A bond program is the only way to get 
these improvements quickly. But legislators and 
the public are entitled to an exact statement as 
to where and why bond money would be spent. 


This same indefiniteness seems to afflict pro- 
posals on paying off the bonds and meeting 
other government expenses. No tax increase 
would be needed for the bond issue, as Gov. 
Donnelly suggested, if the bonds were the only 
item te be considered. But the Governor has 
urged larger expenditures in several fields and 
the Legislature seems bent on raising the ante. 

ore revenue is obviously required—but how 
much, and from what sources? The Senate has 
before it a rash of contradictory bills, including 
one to increase the state income tax by 1 per 
cent, and another to raise the 2 per cent sales 
tax to 3 per cent. 

The income tax proposal would look a lot 
better if Missouri knew tbat the present income 
tax was strictly and imyartially enforced. Yet 
state officials have conceded that thousands of 
taxpayers are not even filing returns. 

As for the sales tax increase, no $45,000,000 
addition to state revenues can be justified on 
the basis of any present planning. This is far 
more than is needed to pay off a bond issue. It 
is twice as much as would be required by pro- 
posals to add 22 millions to state aid to schools, 
and that largesse also has yet to be justified. 

Between better income tax collections, equaliz- 
ing property taxes and requiring some school 
districts to match the efforts of others before 
handing out more state funds, how far, could 
Missouri go toward meeting its financial needs? 
Nobody seems to know in the rush to raise 
present taxes. 

Yet the Governor and the Legislature ought 
to find a clear answer to the state’s financial 
problems. For if the people are unlikely to 
vote for an indefinite bond issue, they will be 
even less willing to accept tax increases for 
indefinite purposes. That is especially true of 
the sales tax, which is inequitable anyway. 


Better state leadership is needed in this maze 
of bond and revenue and spending proposals. 
Missourians ought to be told exactly how much 
state tax money is needed and for what before 
they are asked to raise it. 
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Rebuke to Adm. Carney 


Nothing the President has done in his two 
years in office was more in order than what 
amounts to his official crack-down on loose talk 
about the imminence of war from among his 
chief military advisers. 

Mr. Eisenhower did not mention by name 
Adm. Carney, Chief of Naval Operations and a 
member of the Joint Chiefs of Staff. But Adm. 
Carney’s unwarranted prediction obviously 
spurred the Commander-in-Chief to speak as he 
did at his Wednesday press conference. Last 
Friday the ranking naval officer told a group 
of Washington reporters that the military ex- 
pected the Chinese Communists to attack Matsu 
or Quemoy or both near mid-April. This fore- 
cast was not to be “attributed” to Adm. Carney 
but of course it quickly was. 

We hope that when Adm. Carney answered 
the White House summons Tuesday afternoon, 
the President told him precisely what his duties 
and responsibilities are: to participate in the 
sessions of the Joint Chiefs in order to advise 
the President and the National Security Council. 
We hope the President also told him that fore- 
casting war to the press on a confidential basis 
is not his business or that of any other military 
adviser to the executive. Commanders have 
been relieved for less serious offenses, 
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. A Shining Asset 

The St. Louis County Library does its best to 
serve approximately 350,000 people in a 455- 
square-mile area from one building at 6814 
Natural Bridge road, in Normandy, plus two 
small branches. This is close to half the popu- 
lation of St. Louis, but scattered over an area 
almost 10 times as large. For its much more 
concentrated area the St. Louis Public Library 
has a large central building and 19 branches. 


From this statement of. the facts, it is easy to 
agree that the St. Louis County Library deserves 
the support it is asking at the polls next Tues- 
day. County voters will receive two library 
propositions. One proposes a one-mill tax for 
the next five years (after which the tax would 
automatically expire) to build four regional 
branches placed in widely separated areas in 
the county. The second would levy a permanent 
half-mill tax to operate and maintain the county 
libraries thus built. 

This would mean an increase of only $2 to $3 
per year for the average county taxpayer. In 
view of the many services developed by the St. 
Louis County Library under the direction of 
Stewart W. Smith—books, magazines, phono- 
graph records, films, bookmobiles, story hours, 
recreation and educational programs—there can 
hardly be anything but an enthusiastically favor- 
able judgment at the polls. 

The service methods of the St. Louis County 
Library have been studied by librarians from 10 
European countries, Central and South America, 
Africa, Australia and New Zealand—in addition 
to librarians from many communities in this 
country. Such esteem cannot be misplaced. 
Surely county residents will keep their library 
moving ahead with the county itself. 
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The Slaves of I. G. Farben 


I..G. Farben, the.German combine, did $719.- 
000,000 worth of business in 1953. It was the 
world’s third largest chemical producer. Yet 
it is pleading financial inability to pay a top 
of $35 a month to the human slaves it worked 
without pay in the infamous concentration camp 
at Auschwitz, Poland, during World War II. 

If these unfortunates are even thus meagerly 
compensated, I. G. Farben declares, the West 
German economy will be disastrously affected, 
and with it the Federal Republic and the West- 
ern alliance. Can this be true? 

I. G. Farben was the largest employer of the 
Nazis’ slave labor. It paid the Elite Guard $1 


a day for them, but nothing to its human chat- 
tels. These unfortunates can never be compen- 
sated in money alone for what was done to 
them. But if they cannot obtain such a bare 
minimum in return for the years of their lives 
which the Nazis and I. G. Farben together took 
away from them, they may well ask where jus- 
tice has gone in the world, or the sense of it. 
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A Cheats of Tone 


In the seven days between his news confer- 
ences of March 23 and March 30, President 
Eisenhower seems to have altered the whole 
tone and spirit of his attitude toward a Big 
Four conference. 

The net effect of his remarks a week ago 
Wednesday was distinctly favorable to a Big 
Four meeting, provided exploratory talks at an- 
other level first paved the way. The net effect of 
his remarks this week is definitely unfavorable. 

A week ago the President volunteered the 
interesting suggestion that he would have no 
objection to a conference without an agenda. 
This week he raises doubts about holding any 
talks unless a formal agenda has been agreed 
upon. 

Then, he saw no reason for enlarging the 
conference by including Western Germany; it 
should, he thought, be limited to four powers at 
first. Now he seems closer to Secretary Dulles’s 
view that any discussions of German unification 
would have to include the Bonn Government. 

On both points, we believe the President was 
right the first time. Holding a conference to 
decide what to hold a conference about is typi- 
cally the way to obstruct rather than facilitate 
negotiations. As the President pointed out last 
week, that is what happened in 1951, when the 
Foreign Ministers wrangled for months over an 
agenda because nobody really wanted a con- 
ference at that time. 

Similarly there is no real reason why West 
Germany, East Germany, Poland, The Nether- 
lands or Belgium should have to attend the 
conference, even though all would be affected 
by any decision on Germany. The purpose of 
talks on Germany would be to arrive at a con- 
certed Big Four policy—something which does 
not require German participation. Certainly 
the Western powers ought to make no agree- 
ments at Western Germany’s expense or without 
Bonn’s knowledge and consent. But this does 
not mean that Chancellor Adenauer has to at- 
tend a conference which would cover many 
other problems in addition to Germany. 

Above all, it is important that the American 
attitude should be friendly to the idea of ne- 
gotiation to resolve East-West differences. That 
is what it seemed to be a week ago. Since then 
Soviet Premier Bulganin, along with Prime 
Minister Churchill and French leaders, has 
responded favorably, and just about the only 
dissent has come from Senator Knowland of 
California. . 

We trust and hope that the President’s latest 
remarks represent no basic change in the po- 
sition he seemed to be taking last week. 
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Any Further Question ? 

A question which arises in our mind at this 
point is why “question” is the hardest common 
word to spell, as a study at the University of 
California shows. “Question” was also the word 
misspelled in the largest number of ways—152, 
we learn, somewhat incredulously. Young chil- 
dren’s favorite misspelling was ‘“‘qustion” and 
older children’s “quistion.” 


All this—or at any rate some of it—comes, it 
seems to us, of not pronouncing properly. 
“Qustion” would clearly have to rhyme with 
“combustion,” while “quistion” would rhyme 
with “Christian.” Of course the properest pro- 
nouncer- could still spell it “kweschun,” so 
maybe there is no safe alternative to getting it 
down by heart, beyond any queston, quistune 
or kuesstiun. 
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Fourth Try for the Broyles Bills 

By votes of 31 to 16 and 28 to 17 two bills 
sponsored by Illinois State Senator Paul W. 
Broyles of Mount Vernon have again passed the 
IHinois Senate. These are the so-called Broyles 
bills which, in one form or another, died in the 
Illinois House in 1949, were vetoed by Adlai E. 
Stevenson, as Governor in 1951, and were 
vetoed by Gov. William G. Stratton in 1953. 

There are many objections to these bills as 
their history well attests. Now there is a new 
one, namely, that Congress has enacted much 
recent legislation in this field, including a 
statute in 1954 that outlaws the Communist 
party. If Congress has outlawed the Communist 
party, and that legislation is awaiting court 
tests, what need can there possibly be for any 
state to duplicate federal laws either dubious or 
undesirable or both? 

One of the bills would require a  non- 
Communist oath by every employe of a unit of 
government in Illinois, paid by state funds. If 
there is any kind of legislation that is obviously 
ineffective on its face, it is the loyalty oath law. 
What Communist would hesitate to lie if it 
suited his purposes to do so? Somebody should 


tell the Illinois Senate about Harvey Matusow. 


who frankly admits that he lied times without 
number. 

Illinois House members will serve the best 
interests of the state by sparing Gov. Stratton 
the necessity of vetoing the Broyles bills again. 
But if they do reach his desk he has only to 
follow his own splendid example of two years 
ago. Happily the climate of near-hysteria is 
changing for the better. Lincoln’s State cannot 
want to reverse the happy trend.

If in the long history of the Govern- 
ment of the United States there has 
been a more inept, obtuse and mutton- 
headed administration of the Depart- 
ment of State than that which we thus 
far have seen under the tenure of Presi- 
dent Dwight David Eisenhower and his 
Secretary of State, John Foster Dulles, 
the paragon of ineptitude has escaped 
our study of American history. 

James Marlow, news analyst for the 
Associated Press in Washington, opened

Weaker Today in Old World 


The Yalta bombshell was dropped just 
as the French Senate was debating ad- 
herence to the Western defense plan 
and the German Government was tak- 
ing final steps toward its admission to 
NATO. Also, the Yalta papers were 
given to the press over the opposition 
of Winston Churchill, who is said to be 
considering a call for another general 
election in Britain, and maybe another 
big-power conference. 


Hence, the publication of the docu- 
ments was calculated to offend Great 
Britain, the French, the Germans, the 
Chinese and the Japanese—all of whom 
we now are trying to hold together in 
a democratic coalition of defense 
against Russian aggression. 


But by reason of the undependability 
of the Eisenhower Administration in its 
foreign relations, our position in the 
Old World is weaker today than it has 
been at any time since World War I. 
And unless Mr. Dulles stiffens his back 
against Knowland, it will get progres- 
sively worse. 


Mr. Dulles should not be called upon 
to bear all the blame for this monu- 
mental blunder against good taste and 
fair dealing among friendly govern- 
ments. Mr. Eisenhower, as President, is 
supposed to shape our foreign relations; 
yet, believe it or not, that genial soul, 
who says he seldom reads the news- 
papers, stated that he knew nothing 
about the Yalta imbroglio, and did not 
know the debated papers were to be 
released, with which pronouncement he 
hied himself off to as st to medi-

But the fact 
is that the Nationalists lost out because 
Chiang Kai-shek could not control the 
gang of brigands who surrounded his 
Palace and infiltrated his armies—a 
slick, conscienceless crew who pinched 
off a considerable dase entage of every 
dollar we sent for China relief. 


We see that sort of graft now being 
repeated on Formosa, where there is 
wholesale embezzlement in connection

Nor is that all. Northern Korea is now 
much stronger than when we were 
forced to come to the assistance of 
Synghman Rhee. Moreover, as soon as 
Ike had “saved” Korea and “brought 
the boys home’”—also a popular cry aft- 
er World War I and World War Il—we 
got down to business as usual and made 
no provision for the defense of South- 
east Asia, which is far more important 
than Korea. 


‘Commies Would. Not Be Bluffed’ 


It is true that Mr. Dulles finally came 
to the rescue of Indochina with too lit- 
tle too late, and that he threatened the 
Chinese Communists time after time 
with “massive retaliation” if they did 
not fold their tents, like the Arabs, and 
silently steal back to China proper. 

But the Commies would not! be 
bluffed. So, after Indochina had been 
lost our peregrinating Secretary of State 
came home in a huff to engage in his 
promised “agonizing reappraisal” of the 
European situation. Yet, while he was 
agonizing, Anthony Eden. seized the 
ball at Geneva and brought order out 
of chaos. 


The result is that, for the first time 
since the end of World War II, to say 
the least, we have lost world leadership 
and are playing second fiddle to Great 
Britain. At the same time, our failure 
to follow up the Korean cease-fire has 
brought us closer to another World 
War than we have been at any time 
since Dean Acheson left the office of 
Secretary of State. 


MacArthur on Invading Japan 


Admittedly, mistakes were made at 
Yalta. But Gen. MacArthur had told us 
it would cost the lives of 50,000 Ameri- 
can boys in the attempt to take Japan, 
and would continue the war in the Far 
East 18 months longer. Nobody knew 
for certain then what the atomic bomb 
would do, so, in these circumstances, 
Roosevelt and Churchill made some un- 
toward concessions to Russia. But had 
Russia kept her end of the bargain,

As to Academic Freedom 


THE SEARCHING LIGHT, by Marthe Dodd. (The 
Citadel Press, 345 pgs., $3.50.) 
In an earlier novel, “Sowing the 


Wind,” Martha Dodd wrote about the 
abridgment of human freedom by 
human beings living under the political 
web of German Fascism. In this novel 
she turns to the issue of academic 
freedom in America, and writes about 
a small group within the faculty of 
Penfield University who refuse to sign 
a loyalty oath that is foisted upon them 
by their board of regents. 


The, principal figure is John Minot, a 
Milton scholar and chairman of Pen- 
field’s English Department, as well as 
a courageous fighter in the cause of 
intellectual liberty in the academic 
groves. As leader of the group of pro- 
fessors who refuse to compromise their 
freedom as scholars and teachers, Minot 
is willing to sacrifice the financial se- 
curity of his tenure even though his wife 
is a coronary invalid and he is looking 
forward to retirement on his farm in 

: the countryside 
near Penfield. 

As weak as Minot 
is strong, is Prof. 
Origano of the Art 
Department, a ref- 
ugee from Italian

Physicians at the Villa dei 
Colli clinic said that Deat, who 
once stopped a bullet meant 
for Vichy Premier Pierre Laval, 
died of consumption and was 
buried under his own name in 
Turin’s main cemetery. He was 
60 years old. 

Deat was condemned to death 
in absentia after the war for 
collaboration with the Germans. 
He had been sought in several 
European countries but was 
never found. 

A Turin religious house shel- 
tered Deat from February 1954

INCE we aired our views on 

the hamburger not long ago, 

we find there is quite a bit of 
feeling around the countryside 
about another staple of the 
American diet, namely, chill. 


Of course, there are as many 
schools of thought on chili as 
there are on spaghetti or how 
to make a mint julep,. but there 
is one point on which all chili 
hounds agree and that is, never 
let a woman make the chili. 


Chili is a man’s dish, and its 
proper concoction is a man’s 
business. When the Little Woman 
gets her hands on it, it comes 
out a pale and watered-down 
substitute for the real thing. 
She’s afraid to put any kick in 
the stuff. Real chili eaters want 
their chili hale and hearty and

Americans along the Mexican 
border eat about as much chili 
as the Mexicans do. They have 
more or less adapted the dish to 
the American taste, which is all 
right, but there is one ingredient 
they haven't tried to eliminate 
and which is one of the most 
important of all. That ingredient 
is Time. It takes a lot of it to 
make good chili.

RANTING, as we said, that 
there are several schools of

Chop up a large onion and a 
clove of garlic and fry them in 
three tablespoons of olive oil in a 
deep pan. Then add a pound of 
good ground beef and cook it 
slowly. When it is well browned, 
put in a can of tomatoes, a 
chopped green pepper, a goodly 
pinch of celery salt, the same of 
red pepper, a half teaspoon of 
comino seed, a broken-up bay 
leaf, a heaping tablespoon of 
chili powder, a small pinch of 
basil and salt to taste.

Then pour in a can of 
cooked chili beans, juice and all. 
Cover it and let it simmer until 
everything is slightly cooked 
down and well blended and you 
can smell it. all over the house.

medium-sized uncooked shrimp.

OR more than 50 years I 

have watched a great sport 

story gather tidal-wave force. 
This is the story of women in 
competition, a story practically 
unknown at the turn of the cen- 
tury. Who were the women golf 
and tennis stars of 1900? I'll 
have to admit I don’t recall, al- 
though there must have been a 
faint flutter of interest in cer- 
tain games at that time. 

However, in my opinion, the 
two girls who did most to turn 
the world spotlight on their sex 
—with the possible exception of 
Cleopatra—were Elenora Sears 
and Babe Didrikson Zaharias, a 
Boston society girl and a solid 
Texas miss. I didn’t glimpse the 
Sears girl in the early 1900s 
when she was blazing a trail by 
kicking holes in all feminine 
concepts of competitive sports. 
She played “a man’s game” in 
tennis. An excellent player 
with a smashing game, she was 
also a powerful swimmer, a golf- 
er who could “punch” her shots, 
a fine horsewoman and a squash 
rackets champion for many 
years. I read where this won- 
derful girl played in the national 
championships during the win- 
ter of '54—at 70 years young. 

“Anything You Can Do I Can 
Do Better” was a hit when Ethel 
Merman sang it. Elenora Sears 
was “living” that concept in her 
attitude toward sports competi- 
tion with men back in the early 
1900s. She won her cause and 
was the prime liberator of wom- 
en from steel and whalebone 
corsets to the shorts and, T- 
shirted gals of today. 

The successor to Miss Sears 
was and remains my old girl 
friend “Babe.” It is an odd turn 
that perhaps the two flashiest 
figures in sport—two of its im- 
mortals—were called ‘Babe.’ 
Babe Ruth and Babe Didrikson. 
They stand above the mobs and 
the multitudes. They will still 
be alone and above the others 
when you and I are cust. 

I heard something about Babe 
Didrikson in 1931 when this 
clerk-typist from Texas came 
east to enter the Women’s Na- 
tional Track and Field cham- 
pionships at Newark, N. J. As I 
recall, she won six firsts, jump- 
ing and running off with the 
meet. 

I first met the Babe a year 
later just before the Olympic 
Games opened at Los Angeles. 
The officials would allow her to 
enter only three events. Babe 
was upset. She wanted to enter 
six or seven. She won the jave- 
lin and the 80-meter low hur- 
dles, but was disqualified in the 
high jump and had to settle for 
second place when her record 
leap was disallowed. . 

The Babe was then a tallish, 
slender young kid of 17.

the important point is that she 
was adept at running and han- 
dling a football.

She 
was strong where strength was 
needed—quick where the premi- 
um was on speed and deftness. 


In 1935 Babe took up golf 
seriously. By the end of 1935 
she was playing championship 
golf, and 19 years later, at the 
age of 39—none of my gals ever 
quite reaches 40—she was still 
at the top of her game! 


In between, her game survived 
an attack of cancer with a seri- 
ous operation. Following that 
long period of hospitalization, 
Babe went up to George May’s 
big Chicago Tournament of Cham- 
pions and played brilliantly. Soon 
her game had returned to rounds 
of 70 and 71. 


Several years prior to that 
dread operation in 1953, Babe— 
in poor health—dropped out of 
championship play for a time. 
Her husband, George Zaharias, 
a one-time seal in the wrestling 
racket but one of the more in- 
telligent and most gentle men I 
know, took Babe to a little home 
in Denver where she quickly 
became a housewife with the 
most beautiful rose gardcn in 
town. But before very long, she 
returned to competition.

HEN the early rounds of 

bidding strongly suggest 

that a slam is in the com- 
bined hands it’s not a bad idea 
simply to bid the slam. This 
may sound like cracker-barrel 
philosophy but it’s a lot sounder 
than the mincing style advocated 
and used by certain “ultra-mod- 
ern” players. Consider the fol- 
lowing deal, which accounted (in 
part, anyway) for the defeat 
of a famous foursome in the Van- 
derbilt Cup Tournament,

South stewed and brewed 
over the five-spade call when 
it came around, but how could 
the poor fellow know exactly 
what this bid meant? From his 
point of view, North might be 
asking the specific question: 
“Can you control the heart 
suit?” and since South could not 
answer that question—if it was 
the question—in the affirmative, 
he bowed out. 

No one can blame South for 
his decision; the full responsi- 
bility for missing the excellent 
slam contract fell on North, The 
latter was just too darn “scien- 
tific’ without being realistic. 
From the moment that South 
announced the values for a two- 
no-trump response to the open- 
ing spade bid, North should 
have been determined to reach 
a slam, come what might. And 
this applies even though South 
passed originally, and even 
though the slam might not be 
ironclad when it came to the 
play. The North holding was 
just that. good. 

It would have been all right, 
of course, to bid three diamonds 
and ‘then use the Blackwood 
four-no-trump to make sure 
that South had an ace, but in 
the final analysis this conclusion 
holds true; between evils, it 
would have been better to reach 
six spades, missing two aces, 
than not to reach the slam un- 
der the actual conditions. Even 

with two aces missing, North 

might easily win out on a favor- 

able opening lead, namely, a 
club, with the king in dummy 
for a heart discard.
